Asst. Secretary of Agriculture

Laird Wants 
Speedup in 
Withdrawals 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 


retary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird indicated today he would 
recommend to President Nixon 
a speedup in the pace of Ameri- 
can troop withdrawals from 
Vietnam. 


Returning from a five-day 


visit to Saigon, Laird said the 
progress of the South Vietnam- 
•ese was "indeed encouracing" 
and thkt th« Nixon admh 
tr at ion's program of turning re- 
sponsibility for the conduct of 
the war over to Saigon was "on 
schedule or ahead of schedule 
in all respects." 


He declined to speculate on 


the next phase of the pullout 
but predicted substantial reduc- 
tions in the use of American air 
power as the South Vietnamese 
air force gains strength. 


However, he said that as long 


as American forces remain in 
South Vietnam, U.S. air power 
will be there to protect them. 


He also said most Americans 


have been removed from the 
ground combat role but that 
some troops also would remain 
to protect American logistical 
and support forces aiding the 
South Vietnamese. 


At a news conference at near- 


by Andrews Air Force Base, 
Laird declined to answer how 
large a residual force would be 
left behind next year. The ad- 
ministration is believed to be 
thinking of a force of about 40,- 
000 by next summer.

MANILA ( A P ) — The death 


toll neared 200 today as Fili- 
pinos elected eight senators and 
15,093 local officials in the most 
violent election in their history. 


Sixteen 
election-related 


deaths were reported by noon, 
raising some unofficial tabula- 
tions to 178 since the campaign 
started Officially the death toll 
was put at 141 through Sunday 
night, but all news media re- 
ported much higher 
figures. 


The toll was more than double 
that in the most violent pre- 
vious campaign, in 1967, when 
75 persons were killed. 


More than 50,000 troops and 


reserves were posted through- 
out the islands to combat vio- 
lence 
and 
intimidation 
and 


guard ballot boxes. 


The government took out life 


insurance policies for volunteer 
keepers of the 
polls, 
which 


opened under clear skies over 
most of the archipelago. Offi- 
cials estimated that more than 
HO per cent of the approximate- 
ly 11 million registered voters 
would cast ballots. 


In addition to the eight senate 


scats, or one third of the upper 
house, the voters were choosing 
governors of all 66 provinces, 
mayors of the 1,490 cities and 
towns, including Manila, and 
other local officials. 


Except for the Senate races, 


the issues were generally local- 
ized. But both President Ferdi- 
nand E. Marcos' 
ruling Na- 


cionalista party and the opposi- 
tion Liberal party waged active 
campaigns on national issues in 
an attempt to create a party 
vote. 


Marcos, who won a second 


four-year term in 1969, said the 
Communists 
were 
supporting 


the Liberal candidates and that 
the election would be a referen- 
dum for his programs of anti- 
communism and peaceful revo- 
lution. 


The 
Liberals 
campaigned 


hard on issues such as in- 
flation, pointing out that the 
price of rice is more than four 
times higher than when Marcos 
took office. They accused the 
administration 
of 
corruption 


arid of creating a climate of 
violence. 


Election officials said they 


hoped to have complete results 
tjy late Thursday. Decisions in 
the senate races and the major 
mayoral and gubernatorial con- 
tests may be known by early 
Wednesday.

kansas abortion law, Eugene 
Warren thinks that abortions 
should be treated like any other 
medical problem—between doc- 
tor and patient. 


"I doubt if the state has any 


proper place in the matter," 
Warren said. 


Under the law passed in 1969, 


three doctors must examine the 
woman and pass judgment that 
the abortion should be performed 
for either medical or mental 
reasons. 


The patient must also be a 


resident of Arkansas and, if a 
minor, must have the consent 
of her parents. If married, her 
husband must give his consent. 


For any person violating the 


law, the fine is $1,000 and-or a 
prison sentence of one to five 
years. 


The whole procedure is so 


costly, sometimes up to $500, 
that it is cheaper for the woman 
to fly to either California or 
New York and have an abortion, 
according to Dr. David L. Bar- 
cley, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Obstetrics at the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas Medical 
Center at Little Rock. 


Abortions in California and 


New York run about $150 at 
most of the clinics, and the air- 
fare roundtrip on American Air- 
lines is $212 first class and $164 
in the coach. The cost is $262 
roundtrip to Los Angeles first 
class and $210 coach

usually refuses to name who 
performed the abortion.

Several years ago, Warren 


said an abortionist was working 
out of a Hot Springs motel and 
a girl could be taken to abor- 
tionists there just be telling a 
taxi driver she needed an abor- 
tion. 


Warren said he learned about 


tlio operation when a newspaper 
man in Peoria, 111., called him 
and said advertisements had 
been mailed to Peoria offering 
the service. 


Warren said three girls called 


the man, made an appointment 
and the abortionist met the girls 
at the Hot Springs airport. The 
four then went to the motel and 
police moved in. 


Warren also said it was illegal 


for a girl to abort herself, but 
then as he pointed out, it is 
"also illegal to commit sui- 
cide." 


Neither Warren nor Barcley 


said he knew how many abor- 
tions were being performed cur- 
rently in Arkansas. 


Barcley expressed concern for 


tiie poor girl who cannot afford 
the prices. 


"Anybody can get abortions, 


if they have the money," War- 
ren observed. "Frankly, the rich 
liave always been protected." 


Barcley said girls in small

LITTLE ROCK (AP) _ The 


state Supreme Court ruled to- 
day that a group of Desha Coun- 
ty taxpayers is entitled to a 
hearing on a petition alleging 
that the Desha County Board of 
Election Commissioners 
de- 


clined to consider the group's 
petition for a recount in a school 
election. 


The petition was filed by E. 


R. Henry Jr. and others. 


They filed suit to require the 


Desha County Board of Educa- 
tion to recount the votes cast in 
an election for increasing the 
property tax millage to finance 
construction of a school build- 
ing. 


Circuit Court Judge Randall 


L. Williams dismissed the peti- 
tion, holding that Arkansas law 
did not give his authority to 
compel the board to conduct a 
recount. 


The decision on whether to 


conduct the recount was given 
to the board and was an act of 
the board's discretion, Williams 
ruled. 


The Supreme Court unani- 


mously held in an opinion by 
Associate Justice Lyle Brown 
that Williams was correct in 
concluding that the court could 
not force the board to conduct 
the recount, but the high court 
said the court could direct the 
board to consider a petition for 
a recount. 


If it is established in a cir- 


cuit court hearing that the board 
did decline to consider the peti- 
tion, then 
the circuit court 


would have authority to direct 
the board to take action on the 
petition and either grant or deny 
it, the Supreme Court said.

One of the best aids 
to good posture is a good 
all-round exercise program. 
If your muscles are strong 
enough, you will be less like- 
ly to slump.
